However, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose a compression 
recaputure system therein as claimed. 

Regarding independent claims 15 and 16, the prior art of record discloses 
detecting an input signal and digital gain control. However, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a restoring the an output signal therein as claimed.
